A lot of us use 102 ft dipoles on 75m fed with 450 ohm ladder-line. 
Here's an optimized 75m matching technique based on an EZNEC model 
of that dipole horizontal on two 40 ft poles. 


EZNEC sez approximately 400pf£ of capacitance installed in parallel 
with the 450 ohm line at approximately 31.2 ft from the antenna 
will stop the reflections at that point on 3.8 MHz, yielding a flat 
resistive impedance of 450 ohms from that ZO-match all the way back 
to the balun located at the tuner. Stopping the reflections at that 
point will save some power since the 20:1 SWR predicted by EZNEC is 
confined to the 31.2 ft section. In effect, the single parallel 
capacitor becomes a remote antenna tuner and the T-match tuner in 
the hamshack has only to match 450 ohms resistive at resonance plus 
relatively small reactances slightly off-resonance, an easy, efficient 
match. And the best thing is that all unknown losses have been 
eliminated since there are no unknowns left in the entire system. 


The 400 p£ capacitor works for 75m and other bands would need 
different caps at different locations, but it can be done for 

any HF band between 26ft and 38f£t from the antenna (except for 30m 
which needs a cap around 19£t from the antenna). Remote switching 
can be accomplished for all 8 bands from the hamshack through the 
use of 8 dpst relays mounted on a center support pole.

I am just now going through my e-mail which has accumulated during my 
travels and forced excile at home due to 2 large snow storms; one of 2 feet 
and one of a foot. (Only got 2 inches last night) I noticed a thread about 
copying weak signals in Friday's digest. I hope that these comments are 
timely and not duplicates. Here is what I do; 


1. Use headphones, preferably those that cover the ear and eliminate any 
contribution from room noise. Headphones are worth 3 to 6 dB improvement in 
signal to noise ratio over a speaker. No kidding. 


2. Turn off the AGC. Turn off the AGC. Turn off the AGC. At low signal 
levels, if it is working at all, it is just raising the noise level. This 
is why your AM radio gets noisy when you drive under a bridge. The signal 
fades due to shileding by the bridge, so the AGC tries to recover the lsot 
signal by increasing the gain, and eventually it is working on nothing but 
noise. As a result you have overpowering noise. 


3. Use the narrowest filter you have available. Filters in the IF are best, 
audio filters also help. A filter between the IF and the product detector 


will helps reduce noise introduced by IF amplifiers. There will be less 
noise in a narrower bandwidth. The noise power goes as the square root of 
the bandwidth. A 250 Hz CW filter will have 1/3.2 times the noise of a 2.5 
kHz SSB filter. You can hear the difference. The brain does some noise 
filtering, however, and the gain may be less for trained operators. 


3. Reduce the RF gain until the signal is just perceptible. Crank up the AF 
gain to improve volume level. This too decreases the noise level somewhat 
relative to the signal level. Do this with the AGC off. 


4. Practice copying weak signal levels. It is a learned skill and takes 
practice. 


Most people can get good copy on CW at a signal to noise ratio of OdB. 
Those with good skills can copy CW at signal to noise ratios of -10dB. By 
contrast, SSB needs 10 dB or so signal to noise to get good copy.

1:15 PM Since the card company seemed like the best first step waited till 
now and recalled the bank. Reexplained the problem to a different 
representative who answered this time. He indicated that if the AOL policy 
was one of no refunds then there was little that the bank's credit card 
division could do, that I was probably out of luck. Quite a difference from 


the more encouraging report obtained earlier from a different person who 
answered the phone. Asked about how the earlier bank rep had tried to connect 
to the "dispute" division of Capital One. The rep sounded like it would do 
little good but agreed to connect. Was told after waiting on hold that lines 
to Virginia are still down and to recall tomorrow. 


Sigh... reread couple dozen messages here on the list abt. problem. Decided 
to call AOL again. 


2:15 Called AOL was put on hold. Waiting on hold ‘till 2:38. Answer. 
Explained problem again. Was told that no refund is the policy, that if I 
could not get through on AOL's number I could sign up with local ISP provider 
to access AOL, asked about refund in order to resign up with AOL on the ISP 
provider plan. Was told to dial two digits 61 to be connected with the 
accounts division. Dialed 61 was told all lines busy to call back later and 
the line hung up.

2:55 PM recalled AOL again. Made another 5 minute presentation of my problem. 
Was told that the rep would consult her supervisor. After waiting on hold 

for only a few seconds was given the special 1-888-265-8003 number direct to

Called 1-888-265-8003 twice was told all lines to "accounts" dept. busy try 
again later.

3:18 PM: Third time got an voice mail answer at "accounts" saying to wait for 
the next representative. 22 minutes later (3:40) a rep answered. This time I 
went round and round the rep kept repeating that "OK I understand but our 
policy is one of non refund and I cannot help you". Me saying "I payed for 
access to the net and have no access which was what I payed for. Out of 400 
calls only getting 2 connections in the evening. Keep asking politely to 
speak to her supervisor. Finally she agreed saying that he will say the exact 
same thing. Put on hold 15 minutes. Supervisor answers. He says that the 
board of AOL is meeting this Thursday or maybe Friday do discuss rebates and 
refunds due to the nationwide access that AOL is having. Repeated the current 
status of policy was no refund. Me saying "I understand your policy is a 
no-refund policy but in view of the extraordinary lack of access in my 
Situation for AOL to in my case waive the "no refund" policy in my 

particular case. Rep repeats no refunds can be given now. Why not wait 

until Monday after the board meets on Thursday and Friday where they will 
discuss these very types of situations that are now widespread nationwide. I 


ask if I should then call back Monday, he says probably won't be necessary 
there might be automatic charges credited to bank cards of folks who have 
access problems. I ask how AOL would know if I am one of the users having 
such problems. He says AOL hdqtrs will know which areas have access 
problems. I ask for refund politely due to my situation, don't get it and 
say that will have to call back Monday. 


Sigh... its 428 PM almost time for everybody to close for the afternoon. 


Horridly call information, get State Atty Genl office number. Call and get 
voice mail to an AG office 800 number. Recall the 800 number, speak to Atty 
Genl office clerk. She seemed real sympathetic. Told to file a claim and 
repeated an WWW site for ATTY GEN'l complaint form. 


Hang up now its 445PM. Log onto net, get claim form. WWW message says that 
Atty Genl cannot in general ever help citizens get money refunded but they 
can go after and prosecute companies if warranted... sigh (not much help 
there), still will fill out State AG claim form, can't hurt. Meanwhile wait 
for to see what the card company says (doesn't sound too promising), and 
there is always the chance that the AOL board will meet and come up with 
some sort of monetary relief for their customers who have access problems. 
Seems doubtful to me that AOL board will decide to provide relief to those 
who have paid long term in advance like me, but might get lucky. Tomorrow 
will recall the bank, hope the lines to its Virginia "dispute" division is 
open and they have good news for me, despite their Capital One Bank/VISA rep 
earlier saying it didn't look good from my point of view, after all AOL has a 
no-refund policy and that is pretty much that.

had 1000 of them printed. Ok guys, on page 10 on the 38 Special Parts list, 
L3 says 12 Turns, and L4 says 15 Turns. It should say L3 is 8 turns, and L4 
is 12 turns. The schematic is right, the instructions are right, but, the 

GH S%HSS* parts list is wrong!! Please correct in your manual when you get it. 


Also, when you tune up your transmitter. It is much easier to use a scope 
than any other method. I thought of two ways those of you who don't have a 
scope can do this. One, find a friend, acquaintance, enemy, old girl 
friend, new girl friend, mistress, neighbor whatever the case may be, and 
ask them to let you put your rig on their scope. Two, complete the rig. 
Put it in the case. Take it to your nearest store that sells scopes. Say, 
something like this: 


"Hi, do you mind if I try your scope out?" Say that you have just 
built this QRP radio, and you want to try out the scope that you are 
thinking of buying (not a lie as every ham who has ever built a rig has 
thought about buying a scope). Then hook the probe to the center connector 
of the antenna, the ground to the case, attach a dummy load, plug in your 
battery and key, and then key the rig. Adjust TC-2 for the cleanest 
waveform. It may or may not be the point of highest power out. It should 
take about 10 seconds. The guy will be impressed that he can demo the 
scope, you will have your radio tweaked, and all will live happily ever after. 


If anyone actually does option number 2, please post an account to 
the net. We would love to hear it. You can adjust the rig without a scope, 
but it is much easier with it. Don't despair if you don't have a scope, you 
will have good directions on how to do it in the manual. But, please check 
your alignment with a scope the first chance you get.

Between the mixers and the IF amps are the diplexers. These circuits are 
designed to pass a small range of freqs on to the amps, while terminating all 
other freqs into a 50 ohm resistor. This prevents reflection of any mixer 
products back into the mixer's output port, where it could degrade the 
mixer's intercept point. Also, this protects the IF amps from having to deal 
with too large a range of input freqs. The input impedance of the amps can be 
controlled to look like 50 ohms across a wide bandwidth, just what we want on 
the mixer output, but every signal other than the IF is just potential 
distortion-causing junk to the amp. For instance, the first couple of 
harmonics of the LO are strong enough to cause concern. We don't want to use 
up the IF amp in amplifying these junk freqs. 


In some cases, the vast majority of the junk we want to filter is above the 
IF, and a simple lowpass/highpass arrangement will work. This is usually the 
case if the IF is very low, for instance 455 KHz, or if we're mixing to audio 
in a product detector. 


In this receiver, with its VHF and HF IF's, bandpass/bandstop circuits are 
needed. They consist of simply a parallel tuned circuit to ground, through a 
50 ohm resistor, and a series tuned circuit to the input of the amp. The 
parallel circuit blocks only the IF, terminating all other freqs in the 
resistor. The series circuit passes only the IF, blocking all other freqs. 
The 50 ohm input of the amplifier at the IF, combined with the 50 ohm 
resistor at other freqs, gives a reasonably smooth 50 ohm termination at all 
freqs. If the tuned circuits aren't well matched in freq, there will be some 
bumps in this smooth termination, so some tweeking of the diplexers is a 
must. The bandwidths (the Q of the tuned circuits) are kept somewhat wide, a 
couple of MHz, to make this tuning easier. This also keeps insertion loss to 
a minimum, preserving our NF. 


The diplexers are made up of LC tuned circuits. We have to make sure there 
are no L's or C's in the preceeding or following circuits that will interact 
with these and cause resonances that we don't want, as we need to do with any 
LC filter. Strange resonances will cause impedance bumps and reflections, 
messing up all our careful termination. 


The diplexers in this receiver are unidirectional, that is, the diplexing 
action will not occur in the reverse direction. The IF would be passed 
backwards to the input, but every other freq would be reflected rather than 
dissipated in a resistor. This might be cause for concern in some receiver 
systems, where impedance after the diplexer isn't consistent across a wide 
freq range, and signals get reflected back toward the mixer. 


You may have heard the similar term, "duplexer", before. A diplexer isolates 
two very different frequency bands, like our IF and all other freqs. This 
isn't terribly difficult to do with LC filters. A duplexer isolates two very 
close frequecies, for instance, the input and output freq of a VHF repeater.

Nils posts an interesting question, and the first answer to the 
question, "Should I scrape (machine) off that old, glow-in-the-dark 
paint???", is a resounding NO !!!!! 


There are several types of luminous dial markings, but the most common, 
in older gear, are the phosphorescent and the radiolumniescent. 


The phosphorescent paints use phosphor-containing dyes that absorb energy 
from the light that strikes it, and re-radiates the light later, thus 
bringing the energy levels of the compounds back to "normal" 


The radioluminescent paints contain a fluorescing dye, mixed with a 
radioactive material, Radium in the older ones, say pre-1955. These were 
used extensively in WW-II radios to allow the operator to see the dials 
without reveiling their positions at night, or to preserve their night 
vision. 


The problem with the radioluminescent paints is twofold: 


1- The actual quantity of radioisotope is very small, but the type of 


hazard it presents is MUCH higher in the highly-divided or powdered 
form. Radium emits two kinds of radiation, alpha particles and 
gamma rays. The alpha particles are really highly- 

ionized helium nuclei, and do not constitute an external radiation 
hazard as they won't even penetrate the outer layers of your 
skin. The gamma rays, falling in the 800 KeV to 1.6 MeV energy 
range ARE highly penetrating, and if you had enough radium, say 0.1 

curies or more, you would have enough for an expoure problem. Where 


the problem arises, even with the small quantities involved in 
panel markings, is the ingestion/inhalation of the radium. This 
now presents an exposure hazard too your internal tissues, such 


as the lungs, trachea, digestive tract, etc. Alpha particle, although 
they DON'T penetrate tissues well, are the most ionizing form of 
radiation, and will do the most damage internally. 


2- Radium has an atomic weight of 226, higher than lead, and all of the 


heavy meatls are highly toxic. The toxidity is high enough that the 
maximum allowable internal dose is 

-->ZERO<--, that's zilch, nada, not a bit, etc... If you are even 
SLIGHTLY suspicious that there may be radium in the paint, DON'T 
TOUCH IT!!! 


To determine if your paint is phosphorescent or radioluminescent you can 
use a simple test first. Put the panel/instrument in a dark room, or a 
light-tight drawer. After it has not been exposed to any light for a 
day or so, in the dark still, remove the panel (still in the dark) and 
see if it is glowing. If it is, it is Radioactive, if not it is 
phosphorescent. For a positive test, look up a commercial Industrial 
Non-Destructive Testing lab in your area, one that deals with industrial 
or pipeline radiography. They will have a sensitive gamma/X-ray survey 
meter that will tell you positively whether it is radioactive or not. 


Surplus Civil Defense-type "Geiger Counters" are usually not sensitive 
enough to read the levels found here. 


A non-QRP subject, but safety is more important than bandwidth... 


There is no way to remove the radioactive paint that is safe and/or 
legal. The levels involved are such that even Uncle Sam, who dumps on 

us all at one time or another, treats this stuff like bomb material, and 
compacts it or buries is in a radioactive landfill like the Hanover site. 
Contact someone familiar with HAZMAT for more information.

Hi gang, 


Does anyone have experience using a gimmick to tune something up? I am 
trying to use about 3 inches of twisted #24 magnet wire with heat shrink on it 
to get between 10 and 15 pf (the exact value is what tunes the counter up 
properly). It looks like it will work, but I was wondering whether a gimmick 
is a stable capacitor and if there are pitfalls. It seems like a simple way to 
get a small, non-standard capacitance value but I can't find any references to 
it in electronics books. The major drawback is that it only adjust one 
way...if you cut it too short, you have to start over! 


Background: 

I am trying to put a frequency counter into a Green Mountain 30 rig. 

It is a neat little counter, made by Almost All Digital Electronics. With 
‘10.0011 MHz CW' on the display it draws about 16 ma. It has four 15 turn 
pots. Two are for offset (coarse and fine) and control A/D converters giving a 
minimum step for the LO of 500 Hz. The third pot sets the contrast on the 
display. The fourth pot is for prescale applications. A fixed resistor is 
used to set the mode on the display (blank, USB, LSB, CW and others) according 
to a chart. There are two jumpers, one overrides the coarse and fine offset 
controls to force the offset to zero. The other is used to add or subtract the 
LO from the input frequency. It uses a CD74HC4046 Phase Lock Loop as the input 
device. I think it is just using phase comparator I in the chip which has an 
input impedance of more than 100K. The rest of the circuit is the display, 
voltage regulator, and a PIC16C71. The circuit on the PIC that provides the 
timing is a PI circuit, a 16 MHz crystal is across the top of the PI, and 22pf 
NPO caps are the legs which go to ground. Pins 15 and 16 of the PIC connect 
across the top of the PI (in parallel with the crystal). This leads to the 
problem: both of the capacitors are fixed, not allowing calibration of the 
counter circuit. 

With offset set to zero and a 10.00000x MHz signal, the display reads 
‘10.0023 MHZ CW'. I pulled one of the 22 pf NPOs and it read 9.9967. It is 
right in the tuning range, it just needs a trimmer. I think the value needs to 
be about 13 pf. There is no easy way to put a trimmer on the component side, 
it is facing the back of the display and a right angle trimmer would have to be 
used. One could put the trimmer on the circuit side using the .1 spacing on 


the holes. Because there was no appropriate trimmer on hand, I decided to try 
a gimmick, about an 1 1/2 inches of twisted #24 wire. This pulled it up to 
9.9989 MHz. A 3 inch one pulls it up to 10.0011. I put some heat shrink on it 
and hot glued it along the bottom edge of the board. This is where the project 
sits now. 

The 500 Hz granularity of the offset adjustment and the fact that the 
IF is not at exactly 8 MHz complicates the calibration. I am going to try to 
calibrate it to the LO/IF of the GM30 by: 1.) tuning my signal source to 
10.125000 2.) tuning the GM30 until I read 800 hz on an audio counter 3.) trim 
the gimmick until it reads 10.1250 (while checking what input frequency changes 
it to 10.1249 and 10.1251).

Fred, I am not familiar with either the TS50 or the Ten-Tec Omni 
you have been discussing. However, I am still not certain just what 
all your frequency measurements have measured, and what they are 


for. Is your table of frequencies transmitter output for cw or 
what? You must have the patience of Job to make all those 
measurements with constant referencing of the frequency counter to 
WWV! I certainly would not have the time to do all that. 


In my Alinco, I have several VCOs and three crystal oscillators - 

none of which is temperature stabilized. The rig is dual 
conversion, 1st i-f at 71.75 MHz, 2nd i-f at 455 kHz: image 
rejection followed by selectivity. The 'main' vco reference 
frequency is a 30 MHz rock which is also diddled to provide 45 MHz 
and 60 MHz references for the various mixing schemes used to derive 
the two conversion oscillator signals. 


The other two crystal oscillators are in the 9 MHz range: one at 

a nominal 9.420 MHz which is modulated for fm. The other is really 
‘'rubbered' from about 9.874 to 9.876 Mhz (2kHz swing!). These two 
are mixed to provide the carrier oscillator and bfo for the various 
mixers. They are also involved with the i-£ shift scheme which I 

do not fully understand! 


The steps used by the first mixer (to 71.75 MHz) are 100 kHz steps. 
The second conversion oscillator tunes a constant 100 kHz range in 
steps of either 25 Hz (ssb and cw) or 100 Hz (am and fm). Thus the 
highest frequency resolution for the rig is 25 Hz. I think a 1 Hz 
resolution would get to be quite tedious. The Yaesu 757 has 25 Hz 
min steps also, while an older Icom rig I had would tune in 10 Hz 
steps as Bill White was mentioning. 


The frequency accuracy and stability of the Alinco are primarily 
determined by the three crystal oscillators, two of which are 
deliberately pulled. The VCOs will do their thing all day long, 
producing frequencies that the cpu programs them to in response to 
the dial inputs, assuming the pll is properly designed. If the 
crystal oscillators are not 'on' then nothing else will be. They 
can (and do) drift with temperature changes, just like any 
oscillator, and are the primary cause of frequency inaccuracy. 


By the way, you mentioned that the reference oscillator of your 
counter was held at a constant 75 C. I HOPE you meant 75 F, as 

75 C could give one a nasty burn. I don't have a counter, so don't 
have the problem!

I just wanted to add to this and say that 3 watts packet, PACTOR and GTOR 
also work nicely. A few years ago I had several contacts around the states 
and a few from a ham aboard a ship in the Caribbean on 18 Mhz. Two years 
ago I tried packet vs PACTOR vs GTOR on 2 MHz. I used 3 watts mobile with 
KAM and laptop, IC735, AH2 coupler and Mobile mark 1.9 Mhz whip. The fixed 
station also used 3 watts, similar equipment and B&W AC 1.8-30 antenna. 

Great mobile local groundwave contacts on 2 Mhz. My impressions were that 
GTOR and PACTOR were best for throughput and fighting summer QRN- followed by 
AMTOR and packet at the bottom. Digital QRP works, and on "weird" bands too!

I have to disagree with you. There is a null in the far field 
of a loop, but I'm not sure what is going on in the near field. What you've got 
is a single turn coil excited with rf. If it's over your 
head, it just thinks you are merely an organic tuning slug, and pumps 
its magnetic field right on through you. Since no one has much of a 
clue as to how rf interferes (if it indeed does) with cellular functions 
(other than by heating), perhaps the magnetic part of the field is even 
more important than the electric part, and you might be xworsex off 
with the loop horizontally mounted overhead. 


I personally think all this worry about small rf fields is a lot of 
hooey. If there really is a "signal" there (a link between cancer and 
rf), it is way, way down in the noise, or we would have tumbled to the 
problem earlier. Do you always wear a seatbelt? Do you always wear 
eye protection?

Just a note on my own experience with AOL. 


I tried it because the mailer said just choose "GO CANCEL" to cancel the 
trial subscription. So I tried it for two hours, and quickly decided to 
cancel the FREE trial. After an hour of going through menus I finally found 
out that to "GO CANCEL" you had to phone them with a touch tone phone, which 
I didn't have, or write them a certified letter(an unexpected pain in the 
butt). So I wrote them a letter and I was very suprised to get a "personal" 
letter back from the president of AOL (looked like it had been photocopied 
from a 100th generation copy) asking me to reconsider etc. 


A few weeks later a pushy sales person from AOL called me and told me AOL 
wanted me back, and it was better, etc. I said I was not interested. She 
finally asked me if it was OK if she sent me an improved disk. I said OK 
but told her I probably wouldn't use it. When I got the disk I threw it in 
the garbage. 


That salesperson had reactivated my account! About a month later I started 
getting billed by AOL. I immediately called VISA. They said they would 
take care of it. They were very good about it. I just didn't pay the AOL 
bill every month, but had to write a letter every month telling VISA why I 
didn't want to pay. After a while I realized VISA wasn't actively trying to 
resolve the problem. After a year I started getting threats from AOL that 
they were going to ruin my credit. My e-mails to the address they pointed 
me to were of no avail.... until I finally threatened to COUNTER-SUE AOL. 
Thats when they finally decided to check their records like I had been 
asking them to do all along, and they realised that I had never used their 
service. 


I didn't get an apology though. 


Advice to the poor soul with the AOL problem (sorry I forgot your call) 


If you paid for 2 years for the discount, and you use only a few hours 
service, then you are only liable for what you used. So do not pay more 
than one month's fee at the regular rate. Do not pay anything until AOL 
agrees on this. In the meantime if you write VISA, they will just defer the 
payment and interest until a settlement is made. They just need a letter. 
Initially, the reason is not really important to them. Wait a few months. 
Then call AOL and have them check your usage. When they are convinced that 
you have no intentions of ever using their system they will probably accept 
the first months fee, and they will then tell VISA to cancel the original 
bill. After all, they don't want to look like idiots. I went for almost a 
year like this and every month Visa would just accept my note. 


This is a racket! This has also happened to me from other providers when I 
was first trying other free trials. Even a local provider tried to bill me 
for a 6 month fee, 6 months after I had tried a one week free trial, 
although they admitted their mistake right away. 


Just don't ever pay for anything you didn't use.

<< I noticed a thread about 
copying weak signals in Friday's digest. I hope that these comments are 
timely and not duplicates. Here is what I do; 


1. Use headphones, preferably those that cover the ear and eliminate any 
contribution from room noise. Headphones are worth 3 to 6 dB improvement in 
signal to noise ratio over a speaker. No kidding. 


2. Turn off the AGC. Turn off the AGC. Turn off the AGC. At low signal 
levels, if it is working at all, it is just raising the noise level. This 
is why your AM radio gets noisy when you drive under a bridge. The signal 
fades due to shileding by the bridge, so the AGC tries to recover the lsot 
signal by increasing the gain, and eventually it is working on nothing but 
noise. As a result you have overpowering noise. 


3. Use the narrowest filter you have available. Filters in the IF are best, 
audio filters also help. A filter between the IF and the product detector 
will helps reduce noise introduced by IF amplifiers. There will be less 
noise in a narrower bandwidth. The noise power goes as the square root of 
the bandwidth. A 250 Hz CW filter will have 1/3.2 times the noise of a 2.5 
kHz SSB filter. You can hear the difference. The brain does some noise 
filtering, however, and the gain may be less for trained operators. 


3. Reduce the RF gain until the signal is just perceptible. Crank up the AF 
gain to improve volume level. This too decreases the noise level somewhat 
relative to the signal level. Do this with the AGC off. 


4. Practice copying weak signal levels. It is a learned skill and takes 
practice. 
>> 


I will second recommendation #3. Reducing the RF gain is particularly helpful 
when you have heavy qrn or line noise which will pump the AGC. I usually tune 
80/40 meters with the attenuator in regardless of whether there are strong 
signals nearby. 


If you have DSP use it - both the noise reduction and the narrow audio 
filtering. 


Turn off the noise blanker. Unless the signal is absolutely uncopiable 
without the noise blanker, its insertion in the presence of strong adjacent 
signals will generate trash that will make the weak signal even more 
difficult to copy. 


Related to #4 above, experiment with your radio. Try various positions of 
controls under trying conditions. I have found that turning on the notch 
filter in TS-940s will sometimes eliminate some of the noise and / or peak 
the desired sig just enough to make an uncopiable station readable. 


If using directional antenna, try different headings to see if noise can be 
reduced more then the desired signal. 


Close your eyes. This may be subjective but I have found that closing my eyes 
helps me to filter out distractions and enables me to focus more on 
listening. 


When all else fails, attack sources of noise in the shack and / or in your 
home. Turn off the computer in the shack as well as other electronic 
equipment like fax machines, and answering machines. These generate a lot of 
trash that you may have gotten used to. 


Hope these help. Any other suggestions? Keep the ideas coming.

Yes, Dan's PC board for the audio filter is cocked up, as my mother would 
say. It is printed in mirror by accident by the PC maker. So you can put 
the two-legged parts that are not polarized on the top, normal style. 
Bipolar parts must be mounted with positive in the correct orientation. 
That means the electrolytics must be put in after checking with the 
schematic and comparing traces, just to be sure. And mutilegged parts 
(transistors, ICs etc.) must be mounted on the foil side or it won't work.

>I used the geometric resistance box as described by Frank Witt, AI1H, 
>in his April, May, 1995 QST articles. So I'm using pure resistance, 
>not complex resistance and reactance to create the SWR. 


Hi Bob(s), as you probably know, if one has three 1/8 WL pieces of 
transmission line, one can obtain four test impedances for the price 
of one resistor. One impedance is capacitive and one is inductive. 
One is R/SWR‘%2+j0. 


There is a thread about tuner efficiency on r.r.a.antenna right now. 
Kevin, W9CF, has done some interesting calculations. Most C-L-C T-match 
tuners have about 250p£ max for the output cap which should be tuned 

as close to maximum capacitance/minimum reactance as possible. Kevin 
assumed the output cap fully meshed and calculated that the antenna 
tuner would have it's maximum efficiency occur when it is seeing 2500 
ohms. This has some implications. 


Consider that if a ZO-match is achieved using 450 ohm ladder-line and 
a 1:1 balun is used at the tuner, the tuner will see 450 ohms and be 
more efficient than if it is seeing 50 ohms. Using 4:1, 6:1, and 9:1 
baluns may be costing us some efficiency.

Does anyone have experience using a gimmick to tune something up? I am 
trying to use about 3 inches of twisted #24 magnet wire with heat shrink on it 
to get between 10 and 15 pf (the exact value is what tunes the counter up 
properly). It looks like it will work, but I was wondering whether a gimmick 
is a stable capacitor and if there are pitfalls. It seems like a simple way to 
get a small, non-standard capacitance value but I can't find any references to 
it in electronics books. The major drawback is that it only adjust one 
way...if you cut it too short, you have to start over!

I have had good luck with this type of cap. Seems to be 
stable etc. I think you will find that 10-15pF is a bit high. 
2-5pF is closer to what I find.
